It begins when the Vice President 
dies, the President and Speaker of 
the House are killed in an acci- 
dent, and a Negro Senator as Presi- 
dent pro tempore of the Senate, is 
sworn in as President of the U.S. 
His foreign problems are bad 
enough; the domestic problems 
are dynamite; and his personal 
|| life is frustrated. The portrayal 
aj of the Negro President as a man 
— an able, intelligent, politically 
moderate man who has never been 
to the fore but must take responsi- 
bility overnight, is excellent. With 
a large cast of characters and one 
crisis after another in the plot, 
|| this makes an absorbing story. 


Along a much lighter vein is 
Max Shulman’s ANYONE GOT A 
MATCH? — an acute, hilarious 
book about Madison Avenue and 
related places such as Hollywood.
